BISHOP WHIPPLES STORY. 

The Daily Globe has the following interview 
with Bishop Whipple, who arrived direct from 
the scene of the Rio wreck last night. 

“The freight train reached Rio* about twen- 
ty minutes before the limited train which 
was wrecked,” said Bishop Whipple, 
‘‘and the switch had been left open, Our train 
was going at the rate of forty-five miles an 
hour, ro the train officials said, and the cour- 
age and bravery of the engineer cannot be 
praised too highiy. He stayed with the engine, 
and I have never known an air brake to ba set 
80 quickly and strongly as that one was. I 
was in the first sleeper, and had a berth in the 
end next tothe day coach. Mr. McGinnis, of 
Morris, was in a berth opposite mo, Ths 
instant of the shock he sprang from his berth 
and ran to the front end of the car, but it was 
impossible to get ont at that end, for it 
bad telescoped. He rushed back and 
cried out: ‘Come and help me save these pso- 
ple who are being burned to death.’ I had 
been awakened but a few minutes before and 
had looked at my watch. It was 12:30 o’clock. 
I followed McGinnis in my stocking feet. He 
ran faster than land when I came to the 
burning coach he had taken two children 
from a woman near the rear of the coach. 
She said her name was Sherer, of Winona, 
and asked him to gave her children for their 
father was living. We both trid to lift the 
woman from the car, but we could not, for 
she was wedged beneath the broken 
seats. A moment after we reached 
her her dress took fire, and 
she fainted and was burned to death before our 
eyes. There was comparatively little scream- 
ing coming from the car, but there wasa 
rather low moanof suffering, and I believe 
that most of those who perished were killed 
cutright. The car was telescoped at both 
ends. Mr. Ames, whowas on the train, saw 
the parsengers in that coach and so did my 
wife, and they think there were seventeen. 
There were two sisters of charity who boarded 
the train and were bound for Winona. There 
was a mother and danghter whose names are 
unknown, Three young mon, « middle aged 
man, Mrs. Sherer, her mother and two cail- 
dren; a man that got on at Columbus, two mon 
who boarded the car at Watertown Junctioa, 
enda man who climbed out at the top. He and 
the twochildren were saved. The others were 
burned todeath. In about au hour aud a half, 
Mr. Collings, superintendent of that division, 
arrived from Milwaukee, aud Philip Langley 
and Mr. Boyden, of the company, were on the 
train, and everything was done that could be 
@onve forthe comfort of the passengers who 
were left. The ladies on the train were espe- 
cially kind in caring for the two motherless 
chi'dren. One was a little girl about four 
years old and the other baby a little boy. Tho 

sengers in the sleeping cars had some slight 
ruiges, but none were seriously injured. 

Bishop Whipple said as for himself he was 
in good condition, though the excitement had 
effected him somewhat. The other passengers 
say that Bisho are was among the most 
active and mn headed of all the passengers 
and aid gallant service in trying to save the 
poor woman who was being barned to death, 
not ceasing his efforts until the flames drove 

im away. 

‘ Cond a Searle will recover. What he re- 
calls of the passengers in the coach, whose oc- 
cupants were cremated, is important as having 
a bearing in establishing the minimum number 
of the killed and in aiding to fix their iden- 
tity. He remembers and can describe seyen- 
teen persons. He knows that there were more 
in the coach, so that it is evident that the 
fatalities must have been at least twenty, and 
probably more, Among thezo whom he de- 
ecribes are.

| A LOCKOUT AVERTED. 


AND TEN THOUSAND MEN RETURN 
TO WORK. 


Mr. Powderly in Conference With the Philadelphia 
Marufecturers’ association— Arbitration to be 
BResorted to—The Koit Goods Manufac- 
turers ~- Other Labor News. 


PHILADELPHIA, October 29.—A conference 
was held this afternoon between General Mas- 
ter Workman Powderly and the aid commit- 
tee of the Philadelphia manufacturers’ asso- 
ciation, Mr. Powderly’s object in meeting the 
committee being to endeavor to reach a settle- 
ment of the troubles at the mill of Wm. P. 
Troth & Co., and thus savethe lockout which 
the manufactarer’s association has threatened 
to institute on November 34d. The association 
several days ago announced tbatall efforts to 
settlo differences by arbitration had failed, and 
that unless the strikers at Troth’s mill settled 
their troubles by November 34 to the satisfac- 
tion of Mr, Troth, all textile mills operated by 
members of the association would be closed to 
the work people employed therein, This would 
efiect nearly 10,000 employes, 

In the conference today the facts were laid 
before Mr. Powderly and arrangements ware 
made for further arbitration, Mr. Powderly 
agrecing to order the striking employes of 
Troth & Co. to return to work pending the 
arbitration. Later in the day Mr. Powderly 
issned an order directing the men to retura 
to work. Many of the strikers upon recoipt 
of the order declared they would not obey, 
but better counsel prevailed and the great 
lockout is averted for the present at least 
The arbitration will be conducted by Jao. L. 
Welch for the manufacturers and Horbert 
Weich for the employes, these two gentlemen 
to select the third member of the committes. 


WANT NO INTERFERENCE.

The Fusion City Ticket. 

The agreement of the joint committee of 
fifty on a fusion ticket for mayor, aldermen, 
and councilmen, reached last night, is a vic- 
tory for Atlanta. It is the triumph of the 
city over her factions—ot the general wel- 
tare over special opinions. 

The result is no Jess a surprise than an 
achievement. There were few people who 
believed a fusion of the antagonistic ele- 
ments possible. Even those who wished 
the movement well, considered it @ 
hopeless undertaking. The division was so 
sharp-—the lines so tensely drawn—the 
points at issue so essential, and the general 
initation so considerable, that the public 
looked for a few days of fruitless balloting 
and then a confessed failure. The genius of 
politics is compromise. It is in a spirit of 
mutual concession that the fusion was ac- 
complished. 

A good ticket is presented. The best in- 
terests of the city will be safe in the hands 
ef the men who make it up—and no class 
pr faétion need fear or hope that apy wrong 
will be done or permitted. A bitter fight 
is avoided, the unhappy division among 
eur people has been closed, the law 
will be enforced, prohibition will be given a 
fair trial, and will be made an issue no more 
nntil November next, when, if it is deemed 
best, an appeal can be made tothe people 
once more on the issue itself. 

That this result was reached is largely due 
to the fact that there was steady and general 
pressure from al] sides for compromise. The 
people were tired of strife and division. 
They wanted peace, and the prosperity 
which was impossible without peace. In 
rerponse to this spirit, the committee, by a 
practically unanimous vote, has offered a 
ticket. Both sides have agreedonit. It 
will receive the indorsement of all classes, 
and will be elected without opposition. 


The Marictta and North Georgia Rail- 
road, 

The order of Governor McDaniel relative 
to the Marietta and North Georgia railroad, 
which was printed in our news columns yes- 
tercay, is of unusual interest and impor- 
tance. 

The order is to take effect only after 
Judge Fain bas revoked the restraining or- 
der recently issued by him and refused the 
mjunction prayed for, But the fact that it 1s 
ieeved at this time shows that Governor Mc- 
Daniel bas caretully investigated the whole 
Matter, and thas he is convinced that the 
roed has complied with all the conditions 
knid down in the resolutions of the general 
assembly. 

These resolutions are very explicit. They 
authorize and direct the governor, whenever 
the road is completed to the North Carolina 
line, if completed within a specified time, to 
surrender to the railroad company all of the 
bends of the company now held by the state, 


to dircharge the mortgage held by the state, — 


and to take fiom the railroad company a fail 
and complete release for all its claims against 
the state, both equitable and otherwise, on 
account of the loss of convicts. 

The company haviug signified ite readiness 
to execute the release whenever the bonds 
are surrendered and the mortgage discharged, 
and Governor McDaniel having become sat- 
istied, after personal examination and inves- 
tigation that the terms of the resolution 
have been fully complied with, he has issued 
his order, as the law directs, providing fur the 
#orrender of the bonds and the discharge of 
ibe mortgage.

When this isdone the Marietta and North 
Georgia railroad company will proceed to 
om plete its line to Murphy, North Carolina, 
This road, thovgh it is at present a narrow 
@*vge, is one of the most important in the 
Sate. The region which it has opened up 
to travel and commerce is not only the most

largely to the traftic and commerce of the 
state, Inthe course of a very few year’, 
the development of these marble beds will 
add millions of dollars to the values in this 
state that may be said to be permanent. 

But the line as it exists today represents a 
great deal of pluck and persistence. It has 
been pushed forward in the face of great dif- 
ficulties, It has been harrassed and inter- 
rupted at various stages of its progress by 
men seeking to subserve purely personal 
ends. Inspite of these interruptions, the 
work bas been pushed forward until the line 
is row within a few miles of its northern 
terminus, The importance of the line is 
manifest to all, and nothing but this impor- 
tance could have commended it to the sym- 
pathy and aid of thestate at a time when 
the people had declared that there should be 
no more state aid to rai!roa is. 

Those who understand the results of rail- 
road development do not hesitate to predict 
that the Marietta and North Georgia rail- 
road will not only be driven by its business 
to adopt the standard gauge iv the course of 
a very few years, but that its line will be 
extended further south. Meanwhile the 
managers of the road are to be congratula 
ted on their energy and persistence, and on 
the fact that they are now practically in a 
position where their plans cannot be hinder- 
ed by designing men. — 


Not as Examples. 

We endeavored yesterday to briefly set 
forth the fact that, contrary to the opinion 
of Mr. Henry George, the poor man in [ais 
country has as many opportunities to suc- 
ceed in business and accumulate wealth as 
he ever had, or as the men who are now 
wealthy haveever had. Jay Gould and the’ 
elder Vanderbilt were cited as instances of 
the success of men who began life with no 
capital but their brains and their energy. 

These cases are so exceptional, however, 
that we would not have the younger readers 
of THE CONSTITUTION believe that we cited 
them as worthy examples. Though Jay 
Gould and the elder Vanderbilt began life as. 
poor men, the bulk of their great wealth has 
been accumulated by means that are both 
iligitimate and immoral—by means that 
are less the result of enterprise than of au- 
decity and corruption. In speculating in 
stocks in Wall street both Vanderbilts have 
displayed a certain amount of cunning that 
have given them great prestige in that par- 
ticular quarter, but ambitious young men 
who are striving to succeed in life in a legit- 
imate way ought to bearin mind that brains 
are not necessary in a scheme which hag for 
its purpose the corrupt mauipulation of the 
bonds of a construction company, or the 
watering of railroad and telegraph stocks, or 
in forming a railroad pool. 

All these things are illegitimate and im- 
moral. By means of them the public is 
robbed and oppressed, the natural channels 
of commerce are crippled, and entire com- 
munities made to suffer, in order that the 
greed of a few men may befed and fattened. 

If poor men are to get rich and enjoy their 
riches, let them get rich honestly and ligiti- 
mately. Within the course of afew years 
the fortunes of Gould and the Vanderbilts 
will disappear, and nothing will be left of 
them but the memory thatthey were wrung 
from the people by dishonest methods. 


Blaine on Temperance. 

In a spcech delivered in Pennsylvania the 
other day, Mr. Blaine said: ‘‘We will all 
sgree that the one party in the United 
States which has never done anything for the 
cause of temperance is the democratic 
party.” 

We quote this because it suggests the re- 
flection that the one republican leader who 
has never done anything for the cause of 
temperance is James G, Blaine. 3 

Mr. Blaine is not happy in his references 
to the temperance cause. The only time in 
his life when he had an opportunity of for- 
ever settling the vexed question of his pro- 
hibition or anti-prohibition proclivities he 
deliberately dodged the issue.

DeLesseps and His Canal. 

So much contradictory information con- 
cerning the progress of the Panama canal 
bas been published from time to time, in our 
newspapers, that the average American has 
given upall hope of learning anything def- 
nite about the enterprise. 

The visit of Count de Lesseps to New York 
bas revived public interest in the canal, but 
the count has very little tosay. He claims 
that he bas no recent information on the sub- 
ject. When he visited Panama last spring 
he found the work going on satisfactorily. 
The company hasa vast amount of machinery 
and material on the isthmus, everything, in 
fact, necessary for pushing on the work. 
The whole line issurveyed, marked out, and 
every section of itis in the hands of con- 
tractors, each of whom is under obliga- 
tions to finish the amount of work contract- 
ed for within a given time. The canal will 
be finished and ready for traflic in three 
years, 

Perhaps this direet testimony from the 
head of the enterprise will satisfy the doubt- 
ere. De Lesseps speaks coafidently and he 
istoo mucha man of affairs to make sach 
Statements unless they have a reasonable 
foundation. The canal may not be fiaished 
in three years, but that is a small matter. 
The world bas waited many centuries for this 
great commercial highway, and it can afford 
to wait a few years longer.

BRAZAL’S APFLIOTIORN. 


A Terrible Plague of Mico With Extracrdl- 
nary Appetites., 
From &clence. 
In the colony of Lourenco, Brazil, in the 
months of May and Jane, 1876, mice suddenly ap- 
pearedin enormous numbers. They invaded the 


grain ficldsin such large numbers that the cora 


seemed literally alive with them, destroying in @ 
jew days everything that was edible; and where, 


but. a shost time before, bushels of grain might» 


have been barvested, not an ear remained,and the 
noise produced by their nibbling and climblag 
was audibie for a considerable distance. Afterthe 
corn fields were devastated the potatoes next re- 
ceived their attention. Only. the largest were 
eaten in the ground; such as were transportable 
were carried away:and hidden in hollow trees or 
other retreats for future use. Gourds and pemp- 
kins, even the hardest, were gnawed through aud 
eaten. Of green food, such as clover, oats, baricy, 
not a leaf was leit standing; even weeds were cut 
cown and the inner parts éaten out. 

In the house the struggle for existence of these 
long-tafled invaders was trulyamazing. In many 
of the dwellings hundreds were killed in a single 
day. The cats could contribute but little aid in 
fighting tuch a plsgue, for not only were many of 
the rats so large that it wou'd havebeen an un& 
qual contest, but by their great number they drove 
tne cats actually trom the houses, not to return 
until the plague was passed. Nothing, except 
what was composed of iron, stone or glass, was 
spared from their destructiveness. Furniture, 
cloths, bats, books—everything—bore the traces of 
theirteeth. They gnawed the hoofs of the Cows 
and horses in the stables, literally @*e up the fatted 
hogs, and often bit away the hair of persons dur- 
ing sleep. They penetrated all apartments aud 
gnawed their way through boards and walis of 
houses. Ditches that were dug about granarics 
did not suffice; the mice would c.imb over each 
other and reach the top. 

The foregoing account of one occurrence jin 
Lourence will sufliceto show to what an extent 
the plague reached, The same proviace had suf- 
fered similarly in 1845 and 1863, aud in all proba- 
bility will again in 1889, Similar plagues, though 
far less in extent, have occurred in Europe io 
which the field mice unaccountebly appeared in 
greatly increased numbers. One msy well think 
what would be the result were these little, almost 
insignificant creatures everywhere in such wise to 
take the ascendency. When one considers that 
an average of every one ortwo months from five 
to eight young are bérn, and that these young be- 
come mature in a few months themselves, he wilt 
be surprised to know that a single pair of common 
field mice in the course ofa single summer would 
increase to 23,000 rcdents. Could all the condi- 
tions which now keep them in check be romoved 
every living thing on earth would be consumed in 
half a dozen years.

It cannot be too strong y emphasized that those 
who cbserye the Jaws of their physical nature are 
jike to keep well—and even infectious diseases 
bave little power over such persons, and would 
wholly disappear if #1] observed these laws.

Ja¢ége Newman yesterday sentenced three 
men to the Albany penitentiary for two yoars 
for oovepiracy. 

The three men are Wash Holmes, Samnl 
Tally and James W. Miller, of Gordoncouaty. 

Yesterday’s CONSTITUTION contained the 
foc's in the case, according to the evidence 
acduced before the jary ’n the United State; 
eourt, Dennis W. Miller was able to shew 
thet he had nothing todo with the assault apon 
Deputy Marehal Carter, and that he 
endeavored to keep the other men from at: 
tempting to release the prisover. Against the 
oiber non the evidence was conclusive, and 
thc ugh ther attorneys, Colonels Raakia and 
Manuing, endeavored to show their inaocence, 
Di-trict Attormey Hiil went at them with 
yloves «ff and when the jury retired soon 
preughtin a verdict of guilty against Wash 
Holmes, Samuel Tilly and James W: Miller, 
and a vere ict of not guilty in the case of Den- 
nis W. Miller. 

In sentencing the three men, Jadge Newman 
ssid be hoped it would be the last time he 
wuld bave te send men to A'bany for sach an 
‘fexte. The deputy marshals had their daty 
‘to perform and should not be interferred with 
by men who did not fear the law and who tried 
10 prevent its enforcement. Men who were 
guilty of such offenses must expect to be pun- 
ished, He theu gave each of them a senteace 
of two years

room to Faiten county jail -_Wash Holmes 
will pot be carried to Albany right away, but 
willbe allowed to remaia here to testily 
aenivst other parties who are yet to be trie.
